After a four hours’ sitting the Council ad- 
journed at 6 o'clock to meet again at 3 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon, in the hope 
of finishing the trial at the second session. 

The motion of Judge Krum, Meler's at- 
torney, to quash the proceedings, was over- 
ruled by vote of the Council, and hig sub- 
sequent objections met the same fate. His 
ground for seeking discontinuance at the 
outset was the claim .that the charges 
against his cient were insufficient. 

In regard to the charge that Meier had 
purchased consignments of blankets with- 
out advertising, as required by law, Judge 
Krum claimed that each blanket must be 
considered a separate article. The third 
charge, that of failing to advertise during 
the month of August, he objected to as be- 
ing too indefinite. He also claimed that the 
law provided only for the punishment of 
wiliful violation of law by officials, and that 
it had not been charged that Meler had 
violated the law willfully. 

Deputy Auditor Mason identified a num- 
ber of requisitions and vouchers pro- 
duced by City Attorney Taylor as evi- 
dence for the city.

| The trouble grew out of the funeral of a! 


nephew of George W. Baumhoff, genera! 
manager of the transit company. 

“On the death of young Mr. Baum- 
hoff I was astonished to be called to con- 
duct the funeral,’’ said Rudolph Hoede, 
undertaker at 2732 Park avenue, to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

“I answered the summons, but told Mr. 
Baumhoff that as his brother was in the 
undertaking business I had not expected to 
be employed. He told me to go ahead, 
that he wanted me to officiate. The next 
day Mr. and Mrs. Charles Baumhof, the 
young man’s parents, came to my establish- 
ment and wanted to select a casket. 

“I did not have the kind they wanted, 
s0 we went elsewhere and selected a cas- 
ket. While there I asked Mr. Baumhoff 
how many carriages he wanted. He said 
only one. I told him that one would not 
be enough. lie answered that the funeral 
car would carry most of the funeral party. 

“tT replied that I would have to withdraw 
from the job, because I was confident the 
Liverymen and Undertakers’ Association 
would take action against me. Mr. Kaum- 
hoff then went to Stubblefield & Ude. 

William R. Stubblefield of Stubblefield & 
Ude is the father-in-law of George W.

DETECTIVES AS LOBBYISTS 


They Claim to Have Paid Money for 
Promised Votes and Thirteen Are 
to Be Put on the Stand. 


SCRANTON, Pa., Jan. 9.—The 13 ex-coun- 
cilmen who resigned to escape prosecution 
for bribery are to be placed on the stand in 
the pending bribery cases and asked to 
disclose what they know of the alleged 
crookedness in the city hall. If they refuse 
they are to be prosecuted for perjury. 

Ex-Councilmen Simon Thomas, T. J. 
Coyneand M. V. Morris, three of the 13 who 
resigned, and who, on Thursday last, de- 
nied that they ever knew of money being 
offered for a councilman's vote or !nfiu- 
ence have been charged with perjury. Mr. 
Coyne was given a hearing before Alder- 
man Fuller. Joseph Harris, the eNw York 
detective who went among the councilmen 
last spring, passing as a trolley company 
lobbyist and who claims to have given 
money to 16 of them, testified that he 
gave Coyne $20 and bargained with him 
for the delivery of 14 votes at $200 a piece. 
E. A. Whitney, another detective, who 
claims he was in an adjoining room during 
the transaction, peeping through a crack 
in the door, corroborated Harris. Coyne 
was held in $2500 for court. He secured a 
bondsman. * 

At the postponed hearing in the bribery 
cases Richard O'Brien made absolute de- 
nial of any knowledge of the use of money 
by the old telephone company to defeat the 
franchise of the new company. He admitted 
giving $60 as a present to F. W. Gallagher, 
the lobbyist who was working against the 
new company.

His Physician Says It Is Not Serious, 
but Must Run Its Course. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The following 
statement was furnished at the White 
House: 

“The President’s cold has developed into 
a well-defined case of grip. Dr. Rixey 
states that there are no complications, and 
that everything is progressing favorably. 
The disease must run its regular course, 
and the President therefore is not likely to 


be out of his room for several days.’’

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The harbor excur- 
sion steamboat Idlewild, which was tied up 
for the winter at Beard’s ‘“‘farm,”’ at the 
foot of Richards street, Erle Basin, Brook- 
lyn, caught fire early this morning. She 
drifted from her moorings into the basin 
and collided with the steamship St. Dunstan 
ef Liverpool, owned by Duncan & Gilmore, 
which also caught fire. 

The dock at Hichards street was already in 
flames from the burning vessel. Captain 
Sorley of the St. Dunstan and his crew of 
38 men were rescued by small boats. The 
Idlewild then drifted to another dock at 
the foot of Van Brunt street, which, like- 
wise, was set on “fire. Beard's stores, 
at Van Brunt street, a four-story 
structure containing jute, nitrate of a 
and other material, was in flames at this | 
time also. 

The burning nitrate of soda resulted 
several explosions. At $ o'clock the fire) 
was under control. The stores were slightly 
damaged, the Idlewild was almost de- 
stroyed, the St. Dunstan cousiderably so, 
the two docks badly damaged and two light- 
ers were almost consumed. The loss is 
estimated at $150,000.
